A great 
deal of importance has been attached 
to the suit of John G. Moore, of the firm 
of Moore & Schley, New York.brought

the commissioner of 
internal rev- 


enue from collecting the income tax. 
Mr. Moore's claim is that, as a stock- 
holder in certain corporations which 
are .to be taxed upon their net profits, 
the government can not. under the 
constitution, ag-ain tax him as an indi- 
vidual for sharing those profits.
